Preventing   Forest  Fires   Is   Our   Responsibility 

Costs  of  suppressing  carelessly  set  outdoor  fires  in  New  Hamp- 
shire in  1962  cost  the  persons  responsible  $5,545.  In  the  same  period, 
the  cost  to  the  cities  and  towns  for  control  of  such  fires  for  Which 
no  responsibility  could  be  placed  cost  another  $24,634.  What  utter 
waste  of  tax  money  and  what  shameful  and  needless  loss  of  tim- 
ber and  esthetic  values  in  the  2200  acres  burned.  Residences,  farms, 
and  other  business  places  were  threatened  with  possible  total  des- 
truction. 

Carelessly  set  man  caused  fires  can  be  prevented  if  every 
citizen  remembers  his  responsibility  in  regard  to  any  source  of 
fires  in  the  open.  We  can  help  to  keep  our  fire  loss  low  by  remem- 
bering these  simple  rules. 

1.  Dispose  of  burnable  waste  at  the  town  dump. 

2.  If  waste  or  brush  is  to  be  burned  on  the  premises,  obtain 
a  permit  from  the  forest  fire  warden.  Seasonal  permits  may  be 
issued  for  approved  incinerators  and  sites. 

3.  Burn  safely  by  picking  a  clean  site,  avoiding  dry  windy 
weather  and  preferably  burning  late  in  the  day. 

4.  Have  something  to  keep  the  fire  under  control  —  pails  of 
water,  garden  hose,  sprinkling  can,  broom  for  grass  fires  or  shovel 
will  help. 

5.  Be  sure  your  fire  is  dead  out  before  you  leave  it. 

6.  If  the  fire  gets  out  of  control  or  if  you  see  a  fire  out  of 
control,  report  promptly  to  your  warden  or  fire  department.  Con- 
tinue to  fight  it  until  help  arrives. 

There  is  potential  danger  when  matches  fall  into  the  hands 
of  children.  It  is  never  too  early  for  parents  to  install  in  the  child's 
mind  a  respect  for  fire. 

Keep  our  town  safe  from  fire. 

In  1962  we  had  3  fires. 

We  burned  3  acres. 

Permits  issued  80.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Town 
on  Tuesday,  March  12,  1963,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  Forenoon  (polls 
will  be  open  from  9  A.  M.  to  6  P.  M.)  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects: 

Note  1.  The  Dublin  School  Board  has  called  a  District  School 
Meeting  for  Thursday  evening,  March  7,  1963  at  7:30  P.  M. 
(Polls  open  at  2  P.  M.)    See  School  Warrant  posted  separately. 

Note  2.  The  discussion  and  vote  on  the  Fire  Station  Articles 
will  be  taken  up  as  close  to  one  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  as  possible. 

Note  3.  The  discussion  and  vote  on  Planning  and  Zoning  will 
follow  the  Fire  Station  vote. 

1.  To  bring  in  your  ballots  for  Town  Clerk,  Town  Treasurer, 
Selectman  for  three  years,  Road  Agent,  Tax  Collector,  Water 
Commissioner,  Library  Trustees,  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds,  Member 
of  Cemetery  Committee,  and  Mem.ber  of  Planning  Board. 

2.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers. 

3.  To  hear  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  committees  heretofore 
chosen,  and  pass  any  votes  relating  thereto. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  administer 
and  dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired  by  tax  deed. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  certain  Trust  Funds  for  the 
care  of  Cemetery  lots. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  a  legacy  of  $1,000  under  the 
will  of  the  late  Fred  S.  Piper. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  apply  for 
Town  Road  Aid. 

9.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropri- 
ate for  a  Central  Tone  System. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  ratify,  approve  and  confirm  the  action 
of  the  Dublin  Fire  Department  in  joining  Dublin  to  the  South- 
western New  Hampshire  District  Fire  Mutual  Aid  System  in  1958 
and  in  agreeing  that  the  Dublin  Fire  Department  may  give  and 
receive  outside  aid  as  provided  in  RSA  154  as  amended. 


1 1.  To  see  What  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropri- 
ate for  a  new  highway  truck  with  snow  plow  and  wing,  and  what 
part  of  this  sum,  if  any,  shall  be  withdrawn  from  Capital  Reserve 
for  this  purpose,  and  what  part,  if  any,  shall  be  borrowed  by  the 
Selectmen  on  short  term  notes. 

12.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropri- 
ate for  Bridge  Repairs. 

13.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  to  accept  the  standard 
State  of  New  Hampshire  wage  scales  for  the  Town  Highway  De- 
partment. 

14.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  appoint  a  committee  of  five  members  who  will  have 
authority  to  name,  after  consultation  with  residents  thereon,  all 
streets  and  roads  in  the  Town  of  Dublin. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  rescind  the  resolution  passed  March 
13,  1962  Committing  the  Town  to  locating  the  new  Fire  Station 
on  the  south  side  of  101,  west  of  the  Town  Hall,  east  of  the  Town 
Library. 

16.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropri- 
ate for  the  purchase  of  a  new  fire  station  site,  a  new  fire  station, 
new  fire  truck  and  equipment,  said  sum  to  be  borrowed  by  auth- 
orizing the  Selectmen  to  issue  long  term  notes,  payable  annually 
at  the  rate  of  $5,000. 

17.  Proposed  Planning  and  Zoning  Ordinance:  To  promote  the 
health,  safety,  and  general  welfare  of  the  community;  to  promote 
efficiency  and  economy  in  the  development  and  growth  of  the 
community,  to  promote  the  preservation  of  the  natural  beauty 
and  charm  of  the  community;  and  to  arrange  for  wise  and  efficient 
expenditures  of  public  funds,  the  following  ordinance  is  hereby 
enacted  by  the  voters  of  the  Town  of  Dublin  pursuant  to  the 
authority  conferred  by  Chapter  31  of  the  New  Hampshire  Revised 
Statutes  Annotated. 

A.  SIGNS 

To  be  not  more  than  twelve  square  feet  in  area.  No  limitation 
on  location. 

B.  JUNK  YARDS  AND  DUMPS 

No  junk  yard  or  dump  for  the  storage  of  discarded  machinery, 
vehicles,  glass,  paper,  cordage,  refuse  or  other  waste  or  discarded 
material  shall  be  maintained  in  the  Town  except  those  places  for 
disposal  provided  by  the  Town. 

C.  HOUSE  TRAILERS 

The  owner  of  any  land  within  the  Town  or  anyone  permitted 
by  him  to  do  so  may  locate  not  more  than  one  house  trailer  on  said 
land  for  his  own  use  and  occupancy  and  that  of  his  family. 


D.  LAKE  AREA 

To  maintain  the  beauty  of  the  Town's  greatest  natural  asset,  no 
property  located  with  1500  feet  of  Dublin  Lake  shall  be  used 
either  for  business  or  commercial  purposes. 

E.  NON-CONFORMING  USE 

Any  lawful  use  of  land  or  of  a  building  or  part  thereof  at  the 
time  of  the  adoption  of  this  Ordinance  may  be  continued  although 
suc^h  use  does  not  conform  to  the  provision  of  the  Ordinance. 

No  present  non-conforming  use  of  land  or  of  a  building  or  part 
thereof  may  be  hereafter  changed  to  another  non-conforming  use. 

No  present  non-conforming  use  shall  be  extended  or  enlarged 
beyond  the  limits  or  area  occupied  by  such  non-conforming  use  on 
the  eflfective  date  of  this  Ordinance. 

F.  BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT 

The  Selectmen  shall  make  the  initial  appointment  of  a  Board  of 
Adjustment  of  five  members,  one  for  a  term  of  five  yars,  one  for  a 
term  of  four  years,  one  for  a  term  of  three  years,  one  for  a  term  of 
two  years,  and  one  for  a  tenii  of  one  year,  each  term  to  expire  on 
Town  Meeting  day  in  each  year  and  each  member  to  ser\^e  until 
his  successor  is  elected  and  without  compensation.  After  the  initial 
appointment  of  a  Board  of  Adjustment,  upon  the  expiration  of  the 
term  of  any  member  of  the  Board,  or  in  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in 
the  membership  of  the  Board,  a  successor  shall  be  elected  or  ap- 
pointed by  the  Selectmen  in  the  same  manner  as  other  officers  of 
the  Town  at  the  next  Town  Meeting.  The  Board  shall  have  the 
authority  granted  to  it  by  statute,  but  when  an  objection  is  raised 
by  a  majority  of  the  owners  of  property  within  a  radius  of  five 
hundred  feet  of  the  property  as  to  which  a  variance  is  sought,  the 
Board  shall  hold  a  public  hearing  to  receive  evidence  on  both  sides 
and  shall  have  the  authority  to  decide  whether  to  exercise  its 
powers  and  to  grant  a  variance  only  after  such  public  hearing. 

G.  PENALTIES 

Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  each  day  of 
violation. 

H.  ENFORCEMENT 

Upon  any  well-founded  information  that  this  Ordinance  is 
being  violated,  the  Selectmen  shall,  on  their  own  initiative,  take 
immediate  steps  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance. 

I.  SAVING  CLAUSE 

The  invalidity  of  any  section  or  provision  of  this  Ordinance  shall 
not  invalidate  any  other  section  or  provision  thereof. 


J.  AMENDMENTS 

The  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  may  be  amended  or  changed 
at  any  regular  or  special  Town  Meeting  by  a  majority  of  the  voters 
present  and  voting  except  in  those  cases  where  a  larger  vote  is  re- 
quired because  of  a  protest  against  a  change  as  provided  by  statute. 
No  amendment  or  change  in  this  Ordinance  shall  be  considered  at 
any  Town  Meeting  unless  the  provisions  of  the  proposed  amend- 
ment have  been  included  in  t'he  Warrant  by  which  the  Town 
Meeting  is  warned. 

18.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropri- 
ate for  Playground  Improvement. 

19.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropri- 
ate for  finishing  the  current  Cemetery  improvement  project. 

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  throw  up,  subject  to  gates  and  bars, 
the  present  road  leading  from  Route  137  into  the  former  Richard- 
son property. 

21.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropri- 
ate for  Capital  Reserve. 

22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  combine  the  operation  of  the  Dump 
w'ith    the  Highway  Department. 

23.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropri- 
ate to  defray  Town  charges  and  other  purposes  mentioned  in  the 
Town  Budget.

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POLICE  REPORT 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  Decem- 
ber 31,  1962. 

Twenty-four  accidents  have  been  investigated  and  filed  in  the 
past  year. 

We  have  had  four  malicious  acts  of  which  three  were  appre- 
hended, fined  and  restitution  was  made  where  necessary,  one  still 
under  investigation. 

I,  personally,  feel  that  the  extra  patrolling  done  in  the  past  year 
has  been  of  considerable  help. 

In  the  coming  year  there  will  be  a  patrol  covering  all  of  Dublin 
at  random  times  day  and  night. 

The  entire  Cheshire  County  has  at  its  disposal  a  low-frequency 
radio  system  in  code  for  24  hour  police  protection,  and  Dublin  has 
been  included  and  given  a  code  number  if  we  desire  this  protection. 

This  system  has  proven  itself  successful  in  the  apprehension  of 
suspects  within  a  few  miles  through  the  cooperation  of  police  de- 
partments in  surrounding  towns. 

We  should  also  have  our  Police  Department  listed  in  the  tele- 
phone directory  along  with  other  town  departments  to  inform  the 
public  in  need  of  its  service. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  those  involved  for  their  assistance  in  get- 
ting the  blinker  at  the  school  for  the  safety  of  our  children,  Mr. 
Allison  for  his  duty  and  all  the  citizens  of  Dublin  for  their  cooper- 
ation and  interest  in  the  past  year.

HIGHWAY  AGENT'S  REPORT 

Herewith  my  report  for  the  year  1962. 

First  of  all,  I  should  like  to  thank  the  Townspeople  and  the  Road 
Crew  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance  during  the  year. 

All  roads  were  scraped,  dragged,  maintained  and  raked  several 
times.  Due  to  increase  in  summer  traffic,  maintaining  roads  is  be- 
coming more  difficult  each  year.  All  roads  were  gravelled,  ditches 
cleaned,  culverts  and  turnouts  cleaned  and  stones  removed  where 
necessary.  Used  5,750  yards  of  gravel  on  town  roads. 

Brush  was  cut  on  several  roads,  carted  to  dump  and  burned. 
Also  overhanging  branches  removed  from  some  roads. 

Culverts  on  Koskella,  Meadow  and  Dooe  roads  were  relaid, 
turnouts  made  for  drainage  and  gravel  applied.  On  the  Weld  road 
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a  culvert  was  taken  up  and  relaid.  At  the  brook  near  Mrs.  Chap- 
in's  drive  the  culvert  there  became  clogged  from  beaver  working 
brook  overflowed  and  collapsed  and  required  replacement.  A  new 
culvert  was  installed,  road  built  up  to  prevent  further  washouts. 

TRA  funds  were  expended  on  road  near  Sabine  residence  to 
Harrisville  town  line,  thus  completing  road  from  Bond's  Corner 
to  this  line.  Trees  cut,  road  widened,  culverts  installed,  gravelled 
and  road  tarred. 

Tar  roads  tar  patched,  tarred  Old  Harrisville  road.  West  Side 
Lake,  Jaffrey  Center  road  to  town  line.  Golf  Club  road  and  Mon- 
ument road.  Tar  patched  side  walk  and  tarred  same.  Total  tar 
patch  used  was  125  yards. 

The  bridges  at  Sirois  corner  and  Golf  Club  also  in  bad  shape, 
replaced  plank  runners  and  both  bridges  were  replanked. 

All  roads  were  plowed,  widened  and  sanded  this  winter,  also 
sidewalks,  parking  lot,  fire  station,  school  yard  and  dump.

The  cars  did  not  leave  through  the  entrance  gate  immediately  af- 
ter the  party  was  over,  but  were  driven  straight  through  a  part  of 
the  cemetery,  breaking  one  stone  which  had  to  be  replaced  with 
a  new  one  at  the  cost  of  SI 35. 

Two  beautifully  carved  stones  of  pink  Tennessee  marble  on  the 
Professor  Sumner  lot  were  hit  and  moved  from  thei.  base. 

A  Vermont  Insurance  Agency  settled  the  bill  without  cost  to 
the  town. 

All  cemetery  gates  are  now  closed  and  locked  with  provision 
made  for  convenient  foot  entrance. 

Work  on  the  new  addition  at  the  east  end  of  the  cemetery  is 
nearly  completed  and  will  afford  valuable  burial  space. 

The  old  Town  Pound,  relic  of  the  18th  century,  remains  intact.

We  have  examined  the  balance  sheet  of  the  Town  of  Dublin, 
New  Hampshire  as  of  December  31,  1962  and  the  related  state- 
ments of  revenues  and  appropriations  and  expenditures  for  the  year 
then  ended.  Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  gen- 
erally accepted  auditing  standards  and  accordingly  included  such 
tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures 
as  we  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

Scope  of  the  Examination 

Explanatory  comments  on  the  major  balance  sheet  items  follow: 

Cash  on  hand  and  in  bank  —  treasurer  —  $39,277.28.  Cash  in 
bank  was  reconciled  with  the  treasurer's  books  and  the  balance  per 
bank  statement  was  confirmed  by  corresponding  directly  with  the 
despository. 

Taxes  receivable  —  $12,171.52.  The  uncollected  taxes  agreed  with 
the  collector's  detailed  listing.  Approximately  95%  of  the  oustand- 
ing  property  taxes  were  verified  by  corresponding  directly  with  the 
taxpayers. 

Capital  reserve  fund  —  $6,540.29.  The  sum  of  $2,000.00  was 
transferred  from  the  general  fund  as  voted  by  the  town.  Interest 
received  amounted  to  $164.59.  This  fund  is  in  the  custody  of  the 
Trustees  of  Trust  Funds. 

Due  to  school  department  —  $42,313.54.  The  balance  due  to  the 
school  department  was  computed  as  follows:

Unappropriated  surplus.  The  balance  of  the  unappropriated  sur- 
plus represents  the  general  fund  as  reflected  by  the  books  and  as 
ascertained  from  other  sources, 
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Revenues  and  Appropriations 

The  receipts  as  shown  by  the  records  were  verified  from  the  re- 
mitter insofar  as  practicable.  The  total  receipts  and  disbursements 
as  reflected  in  the  Selectmens'  books  agree  with  those  recording  in 
the  Treasurer's  books.  An  inspection  of  vouchers  and  cancelled 
checks  indicated  that  the  disbursements  were  s^upported  by  invoices 
or  other  documents  and  were  being  properly  rcorded.

The  records  of  the  Trust  Funds  were  not  available  for  audit.

We  inspected  securities  on  hand  and  confirmed  the  balance  in 
the  various  savings  accounts  by  direct  correspondence  with  the 
banks.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DUBLIN  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Dublin  Fire  Department  answered  seventeen  fire  calls  dur- 
ing 1962.  Three  of  these  were  for  grass  fires  and  three  were  car 
fires.  Six  calls  for  the  dump  were  made  and  the  rest  were  of  mis- 
cellaneous origin. 

Five  Fire-Tox  extinguishers  were  added  to  the  fire  stations.  One 
was  installed  over  the  hood  of  each  fire  truck,  one  over  the  oil 
burner  and  one  over  the  main  power  switch.  These  should  help  to 
extinguish  any  small  fires  which  might  start  from  any  of  those  five 
origins. 

The  Fire  Department  now  has  forty- three  members  on  its  ros- 
ter. The  Dublin  Firemen  wish  to  thank  all  those  who  cooperated 
in  helping  to  make  their  annual  fund  raising  dance  last  summer 
such  a  successful  one. 

To  the  officers  and  members  of  the  department  who  have  served 
faithfully,  and  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their  helpful  cooper- 
ation, I  extend  by  sincere  thanks.

DUBLIN  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

A  committee  was  formed  at  the  1962  Town  Meeting  to  investi- 
gate improvements  to  the  Dublin  Fire  Department.  Committee 
members  are:  Fred  Brening,  David  Elder,  Dick  Hammond,  Harold 
Shook,  Fire  Chief  and  William  Walsh. 

The  following  points  cover  the  many  areas  investigated  by  this 
committee  and  outline  why  this  committee  recommends  immediate 
improvements. 

1.  What  is  wrong  with  the  present  fire  station? 

a.  Present  location  is  very  poor.  Fire  trucks  are  required  to  be 
driven  in  the  tightly  quartered  station  under  the  town  hall 
in  order  that  they  can  be  backed  out  to  approach  the  hill 
properly.  Backing  is  dangerous  to  humans  and  equipment. 
Private  property  is  driven  over  every  time  the  fire  trucks 
are  backed  out.  The  fire  trucks  must  be  driven  up  the  nar- 
row hill  and  enter  the  busy  state  road  from  a  blind  ap- 
proach. There  is  danger  of  meeting  another  vehicle  on  the 
hill  resulting  in  a  head-on  collision.  The  hill  presents  ob- 
vious problems  during  winter  ice  and  snow.  There  is  no 
parking  space  for  firemen  when  arriving  at  the  station. 

b.  Present  building  is  too  small.  Very  little  clearance  between 
trucks  and  doors;   no  head  room  to  pack  hose  onto  fire 
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trucks;  no  room  for  future  fire  trucks  because  of  their  size; 
no  room  or  clearance  for  mutual  aid  fire  trucks;  extremely 
inadequate  space  for  maintenance  of  equipment;  extreme 
fire  hazard  due  to  proximity  of  fire  truck  gas  tanks  to  town 
hall  boiler. 

c.  Present  building  is  wood.  Heavy  trucks  that  "run  hot" 
i^hould  not  be  garaged  in  a  wooden  building.  Present  trucks 
are  insured  for  about  $200.  If  the  equipment  were  lost  in  a 
fire,  replacement  would  be  $40,000  to  $50,000,  not  to  in- 
clude the  6  to  8  months  delay  in  obtaining  new  equipment 
and  the  lack  of  fire  equipment  in  the  town  for  that  period. 

d.  Present  building  facilities  are  completely  inadequate.  There 
is  no  provision  for  filling  water  tanks  on  fire  trucks;  no 
facilities  for  firemen  to  shower  or  clean-up  after  having 
been  confronted  with  smoke,  water,  soot  and  even  sewage 
systems;  no  drinking  water  facilities;  no  provision  to  set  up 
overnight  accomodations  as  required  on  a  stormy  night  or 
during  mutual  aid  help. 

2.  Why  not  rebuild  present  fire  station? 

a.  The  serious  location  problems  discussed  above  would  still 
be  unsolved. 

b.  The  remodeled  fire  station  would  still  be  in  a  wooden 
building. 

c.  Parking  space  would  have  to  be  provided  and  this  means 
purchase  more  land. 

d.  To  remodel  would  be  expensive.  Why  spend  a  great  deal 
of  money  to  make  some  improvements  while  real  serious 
obstacles  cannot  be  overcome? 

3.  Why  improve  the  Fire  Department  now? 

a.  The  New  Hampshire  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters,  after 
reviewing  the  fire  protection  facilities  of  Dublin,  has  in- 
formed our  Selectmen  by  letter  on  Nov.  23,  1962  that  our 
fixre  station  and  equipment  is  not  acceptable  and  does  not 
meet  national  standards.  The  Town  of  Dublin  enjoys  an 
insurance  rate  under  "classification  E-2"  but  if  certain  im- 
provements are  not  made  in  the  near  future,  our  classifi- 
cation would  be  changed  to  class  "F"  (lowest  classification) 
thus  raising  our  individual  insurance  rate  approximately 
33%. 

b.  The  Town  of  Dublin  has  approximately  $3,100,000  valu- 
ation this  year.  One  town  near  Dublin  with  four  times 
Dublin's  population  and  three  major  industries  has  only 
2.5  times  Dublin's  valuation.  It  is  very  clear  that  our 
valuable  buildings  need  protection. 
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4.  Where  do  we  locate  the  new  fire  station? 

a.  In  the  center  of  town,  where  many  firemen  are  located 
nearly  all  day.  The  center  of  town  is  the  best  geographical 
location  with  respect  to  hills  and  easy  to  reach  every  part 
of  the  town. 

b.  This  committee  has  obtained  a  firm  commitment  on  the 
land  located  on  the  corner  of  Main  Street  and  Harrisville 
Road  now^  owned  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harold  Shook  of  Dub- 
lin. 

c.  This  location  allows  passing  motorists  to  sound  an  alarm  at 
the  fire  alarm  box  provided,  saving  many  valuable  minutes. 

d.  Location  of  a  fire  station  between  the  Town  Hall  and  the 
Library  is  not  suitable  mainly  because  of  economics.  It 
would  cost  $8.00  per  square  foot  more  to  construct  the 
necessary  basement  and  heavy  foundation  walls  for  a 
station  at  this  location.  This  means  $15,000  extra  on  the 
building  cost.  Also,  position  of  the  building  would  be  too 
close  to  the  main  road  with  no  parking  space. 

5.  Why   is   our   present   equipment   not   acceptable   to  national 
standards  as  noted  in  the  Underwriter's  letter? 

The  National  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters  advises  that  the 
useful  age  for  first  line  fire  apparatus  is  from  15  to  20  years. 
Dublin  has  three  fire  trucks  —  1932,  1936  and  1949  models. 
Of  these  three,  only  one  (the  1949  model)  rates  as  first  line 
equipment  and  that  will  become  obsolete  in  six  years.  The 
other  two  are  already  obsolete  according  to  the  Underwriters 
Standards.  To  meet  standard  equipment  requirements  at  a  fire, 
both  the  1949  and  the  1932  tr-ucks  must  go  together.  This  is 
not  always  possible  since  the  1932  truck  is  no  longer  depend- 
able. Therefore,  Dublin  does  not  have  any  fire  truck  that 
meets  the  standards  of  the  National  Board  of  Fire  Under- 
writers. A  new  fire  truck  is  definitely  required. 

6.  What  kind  of  financing  can  be  obtained? 

The  Town  of  Dublin  could  obtain  a  bond  for  less  than  3% 
interest,  repayable  in  20  years. 

7.  What  would  be  the  financial  effect  to  the  taxpayer? 

a.  The  Selectmen  say  approximately  $1.66  per  $1000  valua- 
tion tax  rate  increase  the  first  year,  decreasing  eaCh  year 
thereafter. 

b.  Prevent  raising  the  individual's  insurance  rate  approxi- 
mately 33%.

Results: 

The  appointed  committee  recommends  that  the  following  be 
adopted  at  the  1963  Town  Meeting. 

Approve  the  bond  under  article  entitled  "Improvements  to  Dub- 
lin Fire  Department."  This  includes: 

1.  Purchase  the  land  at  the  corner  of  Main  Street  and  Harris- 
ville  Road  for  construction  of  new  fire  station. 

2.  Construct  fire  station  per  prints  and  specifications  adopted  by 
this  committee  and  the  architect. 

3.  Purchase  a  new  fire  truck  in  accordance  to  specifications  set 
forth  by  the  New  Hampshire  Board  of  Underwriters. 

The  Town  of  Dublin  has  a  very  serious  condition  in  the  status 
of  its  fire  station  and  fire  equipment.  All  townspeople  should  favor- 
ably consider  these  points  with  respect  to  their  own  fire  protection 
and  fire  insurance  rates.  The  committee  has  investigated  and  pro- 
duced the  above  recommendations  in  good  faith  and  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Town  of  Dublin. 
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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

During  the  current  year  the  Planning  Board  has  held  regular 
meetings  and  has  brought  up  for  discussion  a  number  of  subjects 
of  concern  to  the  Town.  It  has  made  suggestions  and  recommenda- 
tions to  the  Selectmen  which  it  feels  are  in  the  best  interests  of  the 
people  of  the  Town.  Some  of  these  matters  hav^e  been  attended  to, 
and  others  will  be  brought  up  at  Town  Meeting. 

The  brochure,  for  which  money  was  appropriated  at  the  last 
Town  Meeting,  has  been  completed  by  Mr.  Henry  Allison,  pub- 
lished, and  distributed. 

The  blinker  light  on  the  Rock  has  been  put  back  into  operation, 
and  one  has  been  installed  at  the  Oval  on  the  east  side.  We  are 
still  much  concerned  with  better  control  of  traffic  on  Route  101. 

The  Planning  Board  has  gone  on  record  as  being  in  favor  of 
changing  from  the  Red  Network  to  the  Radio  Alert  of  Mutual  Aid, 
which  can  offer  immediate  assistance  in  any  kind  of  emergency. 

The  Planning  Board  has  also  drawn  up  a  Planning  and  Zoning 
Ordinance  whic'h  appears  in  the  warrant  herewith.

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B.  School  Program 

The  1962-63  school  year  at  the  Dublin  Consolidated  School 
opened  with  an  enrollment  of  120  pupils,  a  slight  increase  over  the 
prior  September.  Nine  pupils  were  promoted  to  high  school  last 
June,  and  the  new  class  of  first  graders  totaled  20. 

Our  teachers  have  been  engaged  in  various  in-ser\'ice  activities. 
Mrs.  Woodbury,  Miss  Gilbo,  and  Mrs.  Clukay  attended  the  two- 
week  summer  session  on  phonics  conducted  by  the  Supervisory 
Union  at  Peterborough.  The  author  of  the  text  "The  Writing  Road 
to  Reading,"  and  one  of  the  leading  authorities  in  the  country  in 
the  field  of  phonics  education,  Mrs.  Romalda  Spalding,  conducted 
the  course. 

In  October,  Mr.  Hunt  and  Mr.  Barnes  attended  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  New  England  Reading  Association  and  reported  a  valu- 
able experience. 

This  spring  the  Supervisory  Union  has  scheduled  a  course  in 
the  teaching  of  mathematics  through  the  Monadnock  Community 
College,  with  credit  from  Keene  Teachers'  College. 

In  the  various  areas  of  study,  we  are  continuing  a  program  of 
development  which  is  striving  to  enrich  tlie  various  learning  abili- 
ties of  each  student.  The  Spalding  phonetic  program  is  now  in  its 
third  year  and  promises  to  show  continued  success.  In  the  area  of 
mathematics,  we  have  a  new  program  in  grades  one  and  two, 
which  was  prepared  by  Encyclopedia  Brittannica.  It  is  too  early  to 
report  specific  achievement,  but  the  program  is  in  line  with  current 
trends  in  the  teaching  of  mathematics.  The  unified  pattern  of  sci- 
ence instruction  has  again  been  the  aim  in  the  upper  grades  and 
is  showing  fine  results.  In  the  natural  sciences  we  are  indebted 
to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Elliot  Allison  for  their  'work  with  the  children, 
both  on  field  trips  and  in  the  classroom.  This  year  the  fifth  and 
sixth  grades  had  the  opportunity  to  go  to  Sargent  Camp  for  a  school 
week  to  study  nature  and  conservation  in  an  outdoor  atmosphere. 
The  first  year  of  the  program  is  at  district  expense;  the  second 
year  at  private  expense  at  the  wish  of  the  parent.  These  grades 
spent  a  highly  successful  week  studying  animal  communities  with 
emphasis  on  interrelationships. 

The  building  up  of  library  facilities  has  continued,  and  during 
the  past  }ear  we  have  enriched  the  library  with  some  eighty  new 
volumes.  This  has  been  part  of  a  continuing  program  to  have  good 
reference  and  enrichment  reading  materials  readily  available  for 
all  the  students. 

This  year,  thanks  to  the  efforts  of  Mr.  J.  Arthur  Rajaniemi,  we 
have  expanded  our  intermural  sports  program.  Mr.  Rajaniemi  takes 
the  boys  in  grades  5-8  one  evening  a  week  for  instruction  and  prac- 
tice in  basketball.  Mr.  Hunt  has  continued  the  regular  afterschool 
sports  program  on  two  afternoons  a  week,  and  Miss  Gilbo  the 
girls'   program   one   afternoon   a   week.   We  are   indebted   to   Mr. 
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Charlton  MacVeaugh  for  the  use  of  his  trampohne  during  the 
winter  months,  as  it  affords  many  hours  of  enjoyment  to  the 
children  when  they  are  unable  to  go  out  of  doors. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  taken  advantage  of  the  National 
Defense  Education  Act  in  procuring  worthwhile  science  equipment. 
We  have  added  an  opaque  projector,  a  tape  recorder,  several  film- 
strips,  and  a  set  of  science  encyclopedias.  The  opaque  projector  is 
invaluable  in  presenting  a  whole  new  field  in  visual  education,  and 
the  tape  recorder  has  been  particularly  helpful  in  science,  math, 
speech,  and  music. 

Our  appreciation  also  goes  to  the  Dublin  Garden  Club  for  mak- 
ing possible  admissions  to  the  Museum  of  Science  in  Boston  for  35 
of  our  pupils.  The  trip  proves  a  great  stimulus  to  the  children  in 
learning  of  the  current  advances  in  mathematics  and  science. 

The  school  has  certainly  a  superior  lunch  program  due  to  the 
energies  of  Mrs.  Ruth  Brening,  the  director,  and  her  capable  as- 
sistants, Mrs.  Anna  O'Rourke  and  Mrs.  Mary  Rajaniemi.  We  all 
extend  hearty  thanks  to  these  ladies  for  their  fine  lunches. 

The  staff  and  the  children  are  very  proud  of  the  excellent  job  Mr. 
Albert  Rajaniemi  is  doing  in  keeping  the  school  in  top  condition 
and  appearance.  The  school  is  a  credit  to  the  community.

An  effective  Vitamin  Program  was  continued  throughout  the 
school  year  with  59  pupils  participating.  We  want  to  thank  the 
Women's  Club  for  their  support  in  making  this  program  possible.

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DUBLIN  CIVIL  DEFENSE  —  1962 

Dublin's  six-meter,  Civil  Defense  radio,  tuned  to  the  special  CD. 
frequency  used  to  co-ordinate  all  CD.  activities  across  the  nation, 
was  installed  in  the  basement  of  the  Consolidated  School  this  year. 
However,  while  contact  with  Hancock's  CD.  radio  can  be  made, 
we  found  that  Keene,  which  is  in  contact  with  State  Headquarters 
in  Concord,  could  not  be  reached.  In  fact,  all  of  the  towns  in  our 
district  are  having  trouble  reaching  Keene  and  for  that  reason 
plans  are  now  underway  by  the  State  to  have  the  Keene  CD.  radio 
equipment  hooked  up  to  the  base  station  on  Hyland  Hill  currently 
used  by  this  area's  fire  mutual  aid  system  and  the  new  all-emer- 
gencies Control  Center. 

Last  October,  the  j>ersonnel  assigned  to  man  our  two  radiation 
monitoring  stations  —  at  the  Consolidated  School  and  at  the  King- 
dom of  God,  Inc.  —  met  in  the  Town  Hall  with  all  their  radia- 
tion monitoring  instruments.  Everyone  concerned  with  these  two 
radiation  units  practised  operating  and  testing  the  various  different 
types  of  monitoring  equipment  we  have  at  both  locations. 

We  still  have  on  order  for  Dublin  a  four-wheel-drive  power 
wagon  throu'gh  the  Surplus  Property  arrangement,  but  we  do  not 
contemplate  ordering  any  new  CD.  equipment  this  coming  year. 

There  was  great  general  interest  in  Civil  Defense  during  the 
Cuba  crisis  last  October.  In  fact,  progress  in  Civil  Defense  plan- 
ning all  across  the  nation  seems  to  jerk  ahead  crisis  after  crisis. 
During  those  times.  Civil  Defense  is  a  serious  subject.  But  after 
the  dangerous  international  situation  passes,  it  seems  generally  to 
be  considered  a  joke.  Perhaps  we  should  decide  whidh  it  is  —  and 
consistently  act  accordingly.
